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Man jailed for ramming police 
cars during 80 mph chase 


A Worcester Park man who wrote off two 
police cars, injured an officer and 
smashed through a fence at Epsom Race¬ 
course, after taking police on a “terrify¬ 
ing” 40-minute chase, has been jailed. 

Joseph Pullen, 43, of Buckland Way, tore 
through Tolworth, Ewell and Epsom dur¬ 
ing the chase on May 31 this year, deliber¬ 
ately ramming police cars with his 4x4 
and driving at oncoming traffic. 

A statement from a traffic officer of 16 
years’ experience, read out at Kingston 
Magistrates’ Court on September 15, said 
he had never seen anyone “so intent on 
causing damage”. 

The drama began after Pullen went to 
the home of his girlfriend, Zareta Hole- 
chova in Manor Drive North, Worcester 
Park. 

She was a nanny and had just returned 
from a trip away with her employers 
which had caused Pullen to become “jeal¬ 
ous and angry”. 

After pushing his way into her house, 
snatching her mobile phone and slapping 
her on the cheek, Pullen drove off in his 
green Land Rover Freelander. 

Miss Holechova gave chase on her bicy¬ 
cle and the court heard Pullen deliberate¬ 
ly tried to mow her down. 

After escaping, Miss Holechova called 
police and an officer was sent to Pullen’s 
address, where he spotted the Freelander. 

The officer, PC Pike, saw the Freelander 
leave and, worried he would return to his 
girlfriend’s house, headed to Manor Drive 
North. 

PC Pike radioed for assistance and offi¬ 
cers pulled Pullen over in Tolworth Rise 
South, where he refused to get out of the 
car. 

Prosecuting, Deanna Heer said both offi¬ 
cers were forced to “dive for safety” when

Pullen reversed at speed into their patrol 
car, causing the front of the vehicle to be 
“concertinaed”. 

Pullen then shouted to officers: “Come 
on if you want to make something of it.” 

He sped off towards Tolworth round¬ 
about, where he rammed into the side of 
another police car which had been sum¬ 
moned to help. An officer in that car sus¬ 
tained minor arm injuries. 

The court was shown a shocking video 
of Pullen’s chase as captured by a police 
helicopter. Pullen is seen driving along 
Kingston Road repeatedly trying to ram 
police officers. 

Ms Heer said: “The defendant drove 
with complete disregard for the speed 
limit, traffic lights and other road users.” 

The chase continued at top speeds of 
80mph through residential streets in 
Epsom and Ewell and reached a head 
when Pullen smashed through a fence at 
Epsom Downs Racecourse, switched off 
his lights and circled around police cars 
trying to ram them. 

One officer described the chase as “ter¬ 
rifying” and said they missed being hit by 
Pullen “with inches to spare”. 

Pullen was eventually stopped by police 
and attempted to escape on foot before he 
was arrested in Langley Vale Road. 

The court heard Pullen has 16 previous 
convictions, including one for criminal 
damage in 1996 where he went “berserk”, 
broke into the house of his ex-girlfriend 
and vandalised the entire property. 

Pullen was given a five year sentence for 
the public protection and banned from 
driving for five years.

How the ‘deplorable’ chase unfolded 


1. Manor Drive North. Pullen ob¬ 
served by officers who then follow 
him and attempt to pull him over. 

2. Tolworth Rise South. Pullen pulled 
over. Refuses to get out of car. Rams 
police car, two officers dive for safety. 

3. Tolworth Roundabout. Rams into 
side of police car, injuring one officer 
who sustains minor injuries to his 
arm. 

4. Ewell Road. Drove at speeds of 
60mph. Reversed at speed towards 
police officers giving chase. 

5. Ruxley Lane. Went through 


through red lights and reversed at of¬ 
ficers again, forcing them to swerve. 

6. Ewell Bypass. Runs a red light and 
tries to ram police cars. 

7. Tattenham Corner. Drives at on¬ 
coming traffic, reaches a speed of 80 
mph.

Association Councillor Jan 
Mason voted against concerts 
being held on the Downs.

added. 

A group supporting the festi¬ 
val was created on social-net¬ 
working site Facebook a few 
months ago and already has 
about 800 members, who posted 
messages such as this, from 
Darren Jones, of Epsom: “I am 
well up for this, I have not 
missed a Derby in 31 years and 
don’t plan to ever!

New level crossing 
could be on track 


A new emergency level cross¬ 
ing could be built in Ashtead, 
after a recent incident where 
people were trapped on their 
side of the railway line for al¬ 
most seven hours. 

It follows years of campaign¬ 
ing by residents living in sev¬ 
eral roads close to Ashtead 
Common. The only access to 
their homes is by the level 
crossing at Ashtead station. 

They fear that lives could be 
lost if emergency services can¬ 
not get to their houses in an 
emergency if the level cross¬ 
ing gates fail. 

After the latest incident on 
September 4, Network Rail is 
to investigate providing a per¬ 
manent level crossing at the 
other end of the station to be 
used for emergencies or when

planned. 

In the meantime, Network 
Rail is to rewrite special in¬ 
structions for its signallers 
and maintenance teams for 
Ashtead, and said measures 
were in place for emergency 
vehicles to get access, even 
during a level crossing failure. 

In a written response to 
Councillor Tim Ashton, Net¬ 
work Rail said it would fund 
and install the emergency 
crossing but would ask Surrey 
County Council to link it over 
the grass verges and on to the 
roads. 

Coun Ashton said: “I am very 
pleased to have received this 


response, which is a very posi¬ 
tive and a real step forward. 
The long-suffering residents 
who live across the line de¬ 
serve an alternative crossing. 

“In the interim, the rewriting 
of the crossing instructions 
hopefully will prevent a repeti¬ 
tion of the last incident. 

“I will be arranging as soon 
as possible a meeting with Net¬ 
work Rail, with representation 
from my colleagues from Sur¬ 
rey County Council and Mole 
Valley Council together with 
all Ashtead councillors and the 
Ashtead Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion, all of whom have also 
been pressing Network Rail for 
a solution for a long while.”

Vaccination offered 


A vaccination programme 
to protect women against 
cervical cancer has been 
launched in Surrey this 
week.

Girls aged 12 and 13 will 
be offered the HPV vaccine 
in year 8 and schools will 
have the dates when the Sur¬ 
rey immunisation teams 
will be visiting. 

Three injections will be 
needed over a period of six 
months. During 2009 and 
2011 there will be a catch-up 
programme, so all girls 
leaving school after 2011 
will have been offered the 
HPV vaccine.

Eateries using GM oil on quiet 


A Surrey County Council trading 
standards survey has revealed that 
customers may be unwittingly eating 
food that has been cooked in oil pro¬ 
duced from genetically modified in¬ 
gredients. 

It is illegal for caterers to use GM in¬ 
gredients unless they are clearly la¬ 
belled on their menus or displayed on 
a prominent notice. In spite of this 66 
per cent of the cafes - restaurants, 
takeaways and pubs visited by Surrey 
trading standards officers were using 
GM oil in their cooking without let¬ 


ting their customers know. In many 
cases businesses were not aware of 
the rules and many unaware of the 
GM content themselves. 

Peter Denard, trading standards 
manager, said: “Following these re¬ 
sults we are sending GM labelling ad¬ 
vice to caterers in Surrey, and are also 
looking at ways in which the suppli¬ 
ers of the cooking oils could make 
their customers more aware of the 
rules on GM labelling.”

Green is the word for students 
who living in the newly-refur¬ 
bished, environmentally- 
friendly Epsom College Girls’ 
House during the new term. 

Rosebery House’s new green 
features include solar panels, 
energy-saving underfloor heat¬ 
ing and sprays in the toilets in¬ 
stead of conventional taps. 

Paul Green, director of ad¬ 
missions and communica¬ 
tions, said: “We have always 
looked for ways to save energy 
and be environmentally friend¬ 
ly. 

“After the Carbon Trust re¬ 
port in 2005, suggesting to 
schools ways to diminish car¬ 
bon emissions, we decided to 
make the changes,” he added. 

And there is plenty of reason 
to be proud. The green energy 
generation systems - a solar 
water heating system and a 
ground source heat pump to 
provide underfloor heating to 
the third storey - will make 
21.9 per cent of the energy 
used in the whole building re¬ 
newable. 

The refurbishment cost 
Epsom College £2.5m, for 
building a new third floor and 
for the green changes. “The en-

ergy saving will pay back in 
five years the investment we 
made in renewable resources,” 
said Mr Green. 

Other features have been in¬ 
corporated to the building’s de¬ 
sign. It will have additional 
insulation between the floor 
joists, presence detectors to 
make sure artificial lighting is 


only switched on when rooms 
are occupied and low water 
usage sanitary systems, which 
will mean a 50 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in water usage. 

Originally built in 1933 and 
named in honour of Lord Rose¬ 
bery, a former Prime Minister 
and president of the college for 
many years, the building now 


houses 60 students. 

“The pupils are very proud of 
this building. As adults, we 
have the responsibility to raise 
awareness among the children 
to these issues,” Mr Green 
said.

Council’s plan to save £750,000 on energy buying 


Surrey County Council hopes to 
save nearly £750,000 a year over 
three years from 2009 by chang¬ 
ing the way it buys energy. 

The council has agreed to 
move to a new flexible way of 
purchasing energy from next 
year to try to reduce the impact 
of soaring costs by getting the 


best possible deal. 

The switch comes after leader 
of the council Nick Skellett sent 
a letter to Prime Minister Gor¬ 
don Brown highlighting that 
the projected impact of rising 
energy prices on operations 
could total an extra £4.2 million 
in the 2009-10 financial year - 


which could equate to a one per 
cent rise in council tax. 

Based on evidence for organi¬ 
sations of a similar size and 
consumption rate, the county 
council forecasts that buying 
gas and electricity under the 
flexible scheme through public 
sector professional buying or¬ 


ganisation Laser could deliver a 
saving of about five per cent be¬ 
tween 2009 and 2012. 

If the figures for the past two 
financial years and the expect¬ 
ed bill for the 2008/09 financial 
year were used, the potential 
savings over the three-year peri¬ 
od could equate to £2.2 million.

Curtain up on a new green initiative 


The Secombe Theatre is the 
target of a new environmental 
initiative from the Mayor of 
London. 

The Green Theatre action 
plan for the theatre industry, 
has outlined measures to 
reduce energy use in buildings 
while also saving money in 
energy bills. 

The plan reveals that Lon¬ 
don’s theatre industry creates 
50,000 tonnes of carbon emis¬ 
sions per year - the equivalent 
of emissions from 9,000 homes. 

It concludes that if all recom¬ 
mended actions are taken the 
industry could reduce carbon 
emissions by almost 60 per 
cent by 2025 - the equivalent of 
converting more than 5,000 
London homes to zero-carbon. 

The plan offers practical 
advice to the industry on how 
emissions can be cut and in¬ 
cludes a carbon calculator that 
can be used to identify areas of 


production that create the 
largest amount of emissions. 

The advice outlined in the 
plan also includes identifying 
where changes need to be 
made, designating “green” re¬ 
sponsibilities to staff, and writ¬ 
ing policies into contracts to 
ensure that suppliers are also 
helping to cut emissions. 

Mayor of London Boris John¬ 
son said: “London's theatres 
make a vital contribution to 
the capital’s economy and its 
productions and venues are 
renowned worldwide. 

“The power of the theatre 
industry to set an example in 
the fight against climate 
change is immense. 

“Iam fully committed to re¬ 
ducing the capital’s emissions 
by 60 per cent by 2025 and for¬ 
ward-thinking contributions 
such as Green Theatre will in¬ 
spire many industries to help 
us meet this target together.” 


Mhora Samuel, director of 
the Theatres Trust, said: “As 
the national advisory public 
body for theatres, the Theatres 
Trust is playing its part by 
helping to disseminate the re¬ 
port’s recommendations and 
raise awareness of the actions 
that theatres can take to re¬ 
duce their carbon footprint.” 

Moira Sinclair executive di¬ 
rector for arts council england 
said: “Arts Council England is 
delighted to be a partner in the 
initiative. 

“Recognising the importance

Five years for sex offender who 
abused boys at his football club 


Former football club official 
Paul Tupper was last week 
jailed for five years after being 
found guilty of sexually abus¬ 
ing a string of young boys. 

Croydon Crown Court heard 
that Tupper, 59, of Wallington, 
had at times abused his posi¬ 
tion with Croydon Football 
Club to carry out 16 sexual 
assaults. 

Prosecuting, Christopher 
Stimpson, said the offences 
went back to 1977, when a boy, 
now aged 38, went to Tupper’s 
caravan where he was assault¬ 
ed. 

The court also heard that on 
another occasion, when the

boy was 11 or 12, Tupper said 
the boy could help him work 
on a CB radio and touched him 
again. 

Mr Stimpson said: “A boy 
who joined the Croydon club 
in 1994 became a victim of 
Tupper, who enticed him by 
claiming he had contacts with 
Crystal Palace and could get 
him some trials there. Instead 
he assaulted him. 

“In the changing room Tup¬ 
per exposed himself to the 
same boy — who realised that 
the door had been locked. 


“Within two months of get¬ 
ting to know another soccer 
enthusiast, Tupper was kiss¬ 
ing him and giving him a lift to 
training sessions. 

“He later got the boy to clean 
his van - and indecently 
assaulted him while he was 
doing so. 

“As a result of police in¬ 
quiries, two other boys came 
forward. 

“One boy, aged eight, was 
threatened to keep quiet, or 
Tupper would cause him seri¬ 
ous injury. 

“He took the other boy to 
various caravan sites.” 

During sentencing the public 


gallery was packed with rela¬ 
tives and a few of his victims 
and there were tears as the 
facts were outlined. 

At one point the father of 
one of six boys sexually 
abused by Tupper stormed out 
of the court in anger. 

He said: “I hope you’re 
f****** proud of yourself.” 

Tupper will now also be 
placed on the sex offenders 
register for the rest of his life 
alongside his jail term. 

Judge Nicholas Ainley told 
him: “I am firmly of the view 
that you are a man who consti¬ 
tutes a significant risk to the 
public. 


“These offences have had a 
devastating effect on their 
young lives.” 

Tupper has a previous con¬ 
viction for child assault in 
1992, he was given 12 months. 

The conviction related to 
four offences committed when 
he was linked with a football 
club. 

Defending, Miss Pauline 
Thompson said Tupper was 
genuinely remorseful and had 
remarked to her: “I have done 
wrong, I know I have to pay for 
it.”

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Doing hard work in wartime

The gleaming badge presented to 
Peggie Wicks last month was long 
overdue. The great-grandmother 
had waited 63 years to receive offi¬ 
cial recognition from the Govern¬ 
ment for her unremitting toil in 
the darkest days of the Second 
World War. 

Then, just three weeks after fi¬ 
nally being honoured alongside a 
diminishing band of survivors 
from the Women’s Land Army 
(WLA), Peggie died at her Cheam 
retirement home, aged 83. 

Her relatives are convinced that 
her passing, on August 30, came at 
the moment the long-deserved vic¬ 
tory completed her life. 

They are now planting an oak 
tree in Richmond Park as a fitting 
tribute to her efforts chopping 
them down to keep the war ma¬ 
chine supplied. 

The tree, and its attendant 
plaque, will ensure the memory of 
the Land Girls is kept alive - in one 
corner of the country at least. 

Back-breaking efforts by repre¬ 
sentatives of the WLA had saved 
an embattled nation from starva¬ 
tion through two world wars. 

Clad in a uniform of brown 
woollen breeches, a brown felt hat 
and a green jumper and tie, the 
Land Girls and Lumberj ills were 
often depicted smiling as they 
worked in sunshine. 

But the popular image masked a 
grim reality of gruelling manual 
labour often undertaken by home¬ 
sick urban recruits billeted in re¬ 
mote lodges or primitive hostels. 

At their peak in 1943,84,000 mem¬ 
bers felled forests, operated saw 
mills and ploughed fields while 
men were away on duty. 

They also had to tend livestock, 
sow seeds, harvest crops and 
maintain tractors miles from fami¬ 
ly and friends, and with little for¬ 
mal training.

Conditions were unforgiving. As 
well as being pitchforked into hos¬ 
tile communities, the women com¬ 
plained about having to work 
through torrential rain when Pris¬ 
oners of war would typically be led 
to shelter. 

Peggie’s eldest daughter Brenda, 
61, said: “Peggie was drafted in to 
become a ‘ganger’ in the Timber 
Corps section of the Land Army, in 
charge of some 20 young ladies 
who soon became friends, being 
moved across the country to fell 
the trees that would be used for pit 
props, mainly in the coal mines 
and Bailey bridges for the troops. 

“It was a very demanding and tir¬ 
ing job, and Peggie recalled one 


day when she failed to appear for 
work, her hands blistered and 
stripped of skin from pine trees.” 

It was not always so torturous, 
however. The 1998 film Land Girls, 
based on Angela Huth’s exhaustive¬ 
ly-researched novel, portrayed the 
more sybaritic existence of three 
recruits posted to a Dorset farm. 

Derided for over-glamourising 
the exploits of wartime women, it 
still seems to have some echoes 
with Peggie’s experience. 

Eric, 54, the youngest of her five 
children, says: “Travelling from 
Elvedon in Norfolk to Roberts- 
bridge in Kent, to Derwent Water 
and Snake Pass in Derbyshire, the 
Land Army were a sight for sore 
eyes, and often flouted the curfew 
time of 9pm on their days off. 

“Peggie was caught more than 
once, finally being stripped of her 
role as ‘ganger’ and would be de¬ 
moted to private and fined the sum 
of two shillings and sixpence from 
her wage of 12/6. Her father was 
also called to restore order to his 
daughter. 

“While stationed at Newark in 
Lincolnshire, Peggie worked 
alongside many Italian POWs and 
Danish seamen who helped after 
fleeing their country. After the for¬ 
est had been cleared, near Maccles¬ 
field, the valley was flooded to 
create a dam which would be a 
great source of power for the war 
effort.” 

Despite playing a vital role in 
Britain’s ultimate victory, the girls 
never received medals because 
Winston Churchill decreed their 
Army was a branch of industry, 
rather than a wing of the services. 
They were almost alone among 
those who contributed to the war 
effort in missing out. 

It took the British Women’s Land 
Army Society decades of cam¬ 
paigning to win them formal ac¬ 
knowledgement for the first time 
last summer.

She said: “It is absolutely right that we 
at last recognise the selfless efforts these 
women made to support the nation 
through the dark days of World War I and 
II. This badge is a fitting way to pay trib¬ 
ute to their determination, courage and 
spirit in the face of adversity” 

Hilda Gibson, 84, had carried out pest 
control on Lincolnshire farms and then 
on a poultry farm in Norfolk while serv¬ 
ing between 1944 and 1946. 

She said: “The whole experience has 
stuck with me ever since. I think it was a 
really good idea to create these awards. 
Everyone had to do their bit during the 
war and serving my country in its hour of 
need was a privilege. To serve one’s coun¬

A 55-year-old deaf women was 
told by her housing association 
that she would have to go 
homeless after joyriders 
crashed a car into her front 
room. 

Beryl Thompson, of 
Muschamp Road in Carshal- 
ton, has been a council tenant 
for 30 years. 

Two weeks ago, while Miss 
Thompson slept in the next 
room, joyriders smashed a car 
through her fence and into her 
front wall, causing part of the 
wall to cave in. 

After council representatives 
and insurers visited the ad¬ 
dress, Miss Thompson was told 
the damage would take up to 
six weeks to repair. 

At the moment, the house has 
metal poles up in the front 
room to stop the wall from col¬ 
lapsing. 

Miss Thompson’s daughter- 
in-law Deborah Thompson said 
she could not believe how she 
was being treated. She said: 
“They don’t know how to talk 
to people, they talk to you like 
you are nothing. My mother-in- 


law has paid her rent on time 
for 30 years, and she still has a 
job. She does not deserve to be 
told that she will have to go 
homeless - it is not her fault 
that her house was crashed 
into by joyriders.” 

Mrs Thompson said that after 
the visit by the Sutton Housing 
Partnership and the insurer, 
the insurer then went on holi¬ 
day 

Ms Thompson: “When the 
Sutton Housing Partnership 
got involved, that is when she 
was told she would have to reg¬ 
ister as homeless. The insurer 


had said that the insurance 
cover would allow her to move 
into a hotel while the work was 
being carried out. But because 
she has dogs, she wouldn’t be 
allowed to.” 

After the Sutton Guardian 
contacted the council, Mrs 
Thompson says the housing as¬ 
sociation has changed their 
tune. 

“Since I spoke with the 
Guardian, the housing associa¬ 
tion said they have had a re¬ 
think and have offered my 
mother-in-law a place on the 
Benhill Estate. She doesn’t re¬ 


ally want to go out that far, so 
we have arranged for her to 
stay with relatives.” 

Sutton Housing Partnership 
surveyors and Sutton Council’s 
building control section offi¬ 
cers both attended the scene on 
the day the incident happened. 

A spokesman said: “The prop¬ 
erty is deemed ‘safe to occupy’ 
at present. However, repair 
works will be necessary and 
contractors were on site on 
Tuesday morning to plan for 
those works to begin. In order 
to carry out these works, Mrs 
Thompson has been offered 
temporary accommodation, as 
is our normal procedure, but 
she has decided to find her own 
alternative accommodation. 

“As Mrs Thompson is hard of 
hearing, we have been liaising 
with a relative. The relative has 
assured the council that she is 
satisfied with the way the case 
is being handled. 

“We fully sympathise with 
Mrs Thompson at this difficult 
time and we will endeavour to 
ensure that she can return to 
her home as soon as possible.”

Sutton a safe place to work, says new report 


If you have suffered a serious 
mishap in the workplace re¬ 
cently then you are probably 
employed by a firm outside 
Sutton. 

New figures from the Char¬ 
tered Society of Physiothera¬ 
pists (CSP) show the borough 
has the second-lowest pro¬ 
portion of workplace acci¬ 
dents in London. 

People in Sutton reported 
44 serious injuries to the 


Health and Safety Executive 
between 2006 to 2007, com¬ 
pared with 281 in Westmin¬ 
ster. Kingston emerged as the 
safest borough, with 33 peo¬ 
ple hurt on the job, while 
Croydon was among the 10 
most accident prone, with 92 
injuries. 

Across the capital, employ¬ 
ers were required by law to 
report 2,819 major injuries 
or fatalities, leading to calls 


for extra vigilance. 

Lesley Mercer, head of em¬ 
ployment relations at CSP, 
said: “Despite legislation 
putting the responsibility for 
staff safety in the hands of 
employers, there is still an 
unreasonably high rate of 
workers being seriously, and 
even fatally, injured while 
doing their jobs. 

“One major, or fatal injury, 
at work is one too many. Em¬ 


ployers need to take immedi¬ 
ate steps to ensure workplace 
accidents are prevented and 
all employees are protected 
from the potentially devas¬ 
tating effects.”

University researchers say.

The Surrey Institute of Clinical Hypnotherapy offers special¬ 
ist skills in coping with anxiety, depression, and many other 
areas which affect quality of life. 

Paul Howard, the anxiety specialist at the Wallington office, 
said "One of the first things we do with anxiety clients is to 
help them realise that anxiety is simply a normal response 
happening at inappropriate times. The brain is generating a 
fight or flight response based on fictitious beliefs and stimuli. 
The key to resolving their anxiety is to correct these fictitious 
beliefs in the sub-conscious and thereby stopping the inap¬ 
propriate response."

Join the club and save money 


When she sat down and did the 
maths, Joanne Childs realised 
that owning a car didn’t add 
up. 

Totalling the cost of buying, 
insuring and servicing her car, 
not to mention tyres, MoT and 
oil, she worked out it was 
nudging £400 a month. 

“Although a car is nice to 
have, I just couldn’t justify 
that,” said Joanne, a 38-year- 
old technical writer. 

So she joined a car club. Now, 
when she needs to drive any¬ 
where, she strolls into Sutton 
from her terraced home on the 
outskirts, presses her credit 
card-sized membership card 


against a reader on the wind¬ 
screen of a clean, new pay-as- 
you-go VW full of petrol, and 
drives off with a broad grin on 
her face. 

Yes, she has to ‘book’ the car 
in advance, but she can often 
reserve it at very short notice, 
and rarely finds that it has al¬ 
ready been taken. 

Joanne believes car clubs are 
a viable and environmentally- 
friendly alternative for every¬ 
one - including families with 
young children who can make 
huge savings by replacing a 
costly second vehicle which 
may not be used each day with 
a pay-as-you-go car. 


It’s the perfect solution for 
anyone who wants a greener 
transport option, but still 
wants the flexibility of having 
a car for occasional use. 

Joanne’s first brush with al¬ 
ternatives to car ownership 
came five years ago, when she 
worked in Wales at a centre 
which had an informal car- 
share scheme. 

After moving to central Lon¬ 
don with her VW Polo she soon 
felt she needed a break from 
parking charges, city hassles 
and flat batteries, so she joined 
a car club, and simply paid for 
the time when she actually 
needed a vehicle. 

A couple of years ago she 
moved to Sutton, and now uses 
Streetcar (streetcar.co.uk) 
when she needs to drive any¬ 
where. 

The car is handily parked in 
Lenham Road, near the town 
centre, and the first 30 miles of 
petrol - often enough for her 
needs - are included in the 
£3.95 an hour charge. Other 
than that, the only payment is 
an annual membership fee of 
£49.50. 

“The environment is impor¬ 
tant to me,” said Joanne. “I 
strongly feel that we’re all 


driving too much, but it also 
makes economic sense for me 
as I commute to London part of 
the week and work from home 
the rest of the time.” 

Statistics underline the 
green benefits of car clubs, 
with every shared car taking 
six private vehicles off the 
road. 

The spiralling cost of petrol 
and car maintenance were an¬ 
other factor in Joanne’s deci¬ 
sion to join a car club, as were 
the health benefits. A feeling of 
better physical well-being is 
matched by a sense of peace of 
mind. 

“It’s one less thing to worry 
about,” she added. “I’m also in 
quite good shape as I walk ev¬ 
erywhere, use my bicycle or 
take public transport. Of 
course it’s convenient to have 
your own car, but you quickly 
get out of the habit! Also, I find 
that garages patronise me as a 
woman. Not any more!” 

Increasingly, car clubs are 
proving a practical alternative 
for people who already have 
one car, but may be wondering 
whether they can really justify 
owning a second, little-used ve¬ 
hicle. Streetcar, and other car¬ 
sharing clubs, make most

Man with knife tries to mug two teenagers 



Protesters stormed a school 
hall last Thursday, enraged at 
plans to evict 85 elderly resi¬ 
dents from a sheltered housing 
area. 

Sixteen residents from Eliza¬ 
beth House and their relatives 
protested at the meeting over 
Sutton Council’s proposal to 
demolish the Cheam Village 
facility 

The plan will mean vulnera¬ 
ble residents will be kicked out 
into housing which the council 
admit is “not just sitting 
there”, while new affordable 
housing is built in its place. 

At the health and wellbeing 
overview and scrutiny com¬ 
mittee meeting at St Dunstan’s 
Primary School, protesters 
made emotive arguments and 
at one point chairman Council¬ 
lor Stuart Gordon Bullock, had 
to shout down an angry 
speaker. 

Spokeswoman of the action 
group, Anne Culley, 66, who 
also lives at Elizabeth House, 
called the reasons behind the 
plans “incomprehensible”. 

She said the news had come 
as a shock to everyone, with 
one resident being hospi¬ 
talised and her own mother 
vomiting. 

She said: “One resident, who 
only moved into Mickleham 
Gardens a few months ago, has 
spent £15,000 on fitting a new 
kitchen and decorating. Now 
he is being told he must move.

“My mother, who lives in 
Elizabeth House, is 92 years 
old. 

"She received a letter saying 
she would have to move out 
with absolutely no warning 
whatsoever.” 

The council decided in July 
that the complex, which in¬ 
cludes flats in Mickleham Gar¬ 
dens, Pond Hill Gardens and 
Malden Road, was no longer fit 
for purpose. 

However, Councillor Colin 
Stears has since said the com¬ 
plex had not been fit for 15 
years. 

At the meeting, Mr Stears 
vowed to look at re-housing 
cases individually, but would 
not give reassurances that the 
new houses would be fitted 
with Safecall - the community 
alarm service. 

He also denied that the coun¬ 
cil would benefit financially 
from the “regeneration”. 

Coun Stears said: “We felt 
this [regeneration] was the 
best way forwards. We have 
consulted and this is part of 
listening to you. 

“The only decision that has 
been made is to ‘regenerate’. 
We have to bring best value to 
the council.”

The attacker shouted at 
them, but then rode off to¬ 
wards Ewell East station. 

No one was injured. 

The thug is described as a 
white man, aged about 20, 
around 6ft tall, of large build 
and with black curly hair. 

He was wearing all black 
clothing and riding a blue 
mountain bike. 

Investigating officer DC 


Trudie Harrison said: 
“Epsom and Ewell has a very 
low level of knife crime and I 
would like to reassure the 
community that we are work¬ 
ing very hard to find the per¬ 
son responsible. 

“Local officers will contin¬ 
ue, where appropriate, to use 
their search powers to ensure 
knife-related crime never be¬ 
comes an issue in the area 
and, fortunately, no one was 
injured during this incident. 

“However, it would have 
been an unpleasant experi¬ 
ence for the victims and I am 
appealing to anyone who 
would have been in the Long- 


mead Road area on the Satur¬ 
day evening to think back.”

David Weir, 29, from Walling- 
ton, punched the air as he fin¬ 
ished first in the 800m to win 
Britain’s first gold on the track 
in Beijing. 

But officials later upheld an 
appeal from Australia over the 
muddled lane order in a deci¬ 
sion described as “shocking” 
by former athlete Dame Tanni 
Grey-Thompson. 

The race was set to be re-run 
until Kurt Fearnley, the sec¬ 
ond-placed athlete, asked for 


the protest to be withdrawn 
the next morning. 

An emotionally drained Weir 
finally collected his first Para¬ 
lympic gold, in his third 
Games, 24 hours later than 
scheduled. 

He said: “I was angry and 
devastated, as I felt the protest 
was wrong. In 800m races, the 
first three lanes are considered 
the best, so Kurt actually had a 
better lane. But he was behind 
the decision to withdraw the 
protest, which was good 
sportsmanship. 

“I didn’t sleep much the pre¬ 
vious night and, when I was 
told the news at 11am on Sun¬ 
day, I was pleased, but it felt a 


bit strange. Even on the medal 
rostrum it felt weird, but a 
good weird, and I’m just happy 
to get my gold medal.” 

Weir, a part-time DJ, had en¬ 
tered five events in Beijing and 
was expected to be the leading 
British athlete despite having 
an exhausting 14-race pro¬ 
gramme. 

He added: “I’ve trained for 
four years for this and it’s the 
best feeling in the world. I 
came to the Games thinking I’d 
get a few more but I’ve been 
feeling rough all week, so to get 
one is like a dream come true.”

said the figures for Sutton and 
Merton PCT represented a “de¬ 
cline in quality but a rise in 
cost” for mental health ser¬ 
vices in the borough. 

He referred to the closure 
this year of the mental health 
unit at the Henderson Hospital 
and the threat of closure of the 
Malvern ward and the Sutton 
Hospital inpatient and day hos¬ 
pital. 

Mr Mar ton said a £215m plan 
revealed last week to build 
local care centres in Sutton 
and Merton, including commu¬ 
nity mental health services, 
was a “scorched earth policy”. 

He said: “This is light years 
away from fruition - we aren’t 
likely to see anything until 
2017 and meanwhile where do 
people go? This effectively 
eradicates access to mental 
health services across a whole 
swathe of north Surrey and 
Merton and Sutton 

“At a time when budgets are 
under attack they are going for 
the soft option which is to strip 
out access to a wide range of 
mental health services - peo¬ 
ple will be rightly angry when 
they see these services with¬ 
drawn in such a cavalier fash¬ 
ion.” 

The figures from the King’s 
Fund also show less than aver¬ 
age is spent on mental health 
compared with NHS services 
across the country. 


For cancer and tumours the 
PCT spends on average £87 per 
head, which puts it in the 
upper bracket of spending and 
is almost double what is spent 
on patients in Ealing, west 
London, who get just £47 per 
head spent on them (the range 
is £47 to £118). 

But for mental health the 
PCT spends £155 per head, 
which puts it in the bottom 
bracket (the range is £114 to 
£332). 

Circulatory problems includ¬ 
ing heart disease receive about 
£97, which is in the lowest 
bracket of the league table (the 
range is £76 to £167). 

A spokesman for Sutton and 
Merton PCT said: “We are re¬ 
sponsible for commissioning 
(or ‘buying’) health services 
for local people. 

“We do this by assessing the 
needs of the population so we 
can invest in the right services 
and review the spending 
against the population’s needs. 

“Since these figures were 
produced, the PCT has invest¬ 
ed in mental health to develop 
community-based services to 
help people maintain their in¬ 
dependence before their prob¬ 
lems become serious, or regain 
it after a period of illness. 

“This is in line with national 
guidance and reflects the 
changing needs of the popula¬ 
tion.”

RECYCLING RUBBER: The 777 Group 
has moved further into the tyre re¬ 
cycling market with the official 
launch of new technology capable 
of removing 100 per cent of metal 
from used tyres. 

The Croydon company said it had 
made a “substantial investment” 
in tyre shredding technology at its 
Beddington recycling centre to in¬ 
crease its tyre reprocessing capa¬ 
bility, allowing it to turn 30 tonnes 
of tyres a day into rubber chip- 
pings, which are sold for use in ar¬ 
tificial flooring surfaces or to be 
further processed. 

Daryl Pearce, marketing manag¬ 
er at 777, said: “Landfills don't ac¬ 
cept tyres anymore, so the best 
thing to do is to recycle them.” 

FUEL-ISH INITIATIVE: Ten new hydro¬ 
gen-fuelled buses are coming to the 
capital in a bid to reduce the car¬ 
bon emissions of London’s trans¬ 
port. 

The Mayor of London announced 
that Transport for London had 
signed a £3.4million contract with 
Air Products to provide the hydro¬ 
gen fuel for the buses, although 
which routes will benefit has not 
yet been decided.

Horse chestnut trees hit 


by triple disease blight

Conker games are going to be few and far 
between this autumn as horse chestnut 
trees fall victim to three different types of 
disease. 

One, conker canker, is usually lethal and 
leads to the tree having to be felled. 

But the other two, which lead to the 
browning of the leaves, are less serious 
and the trees will eventually recover, al¬ 
though this year’s conker crop will be af¬ 
fected. 

Although the worst of the conker canker 
is in the south-east, trees throughout the 
UK are affected. 

The vital sign to check for is liquid ooz¬ 
ing from the trunk and the sudden drop¬ 
ping of leaves 

Although the horse chestnut trees 
throughout the area are looking sad with 
their brown and crinkly leaves, there is a 
good chance that they will recover if they 
are suffering from either of the other two 
diseases which are widespread this year. 

One of the diseases involves infestation 
by the leaf mining moth, which was first 
discovered in the UK in Wimbledon in 
2002. 

Kieron Hardy, an arboriculturalist from 
tree specialists Marishal Thompson in 
Ewell, said: “The reason so many trees are 
looking so brown is down to a little moth 
that has been establishing itself in the UK

for the past five or so years. 

“It mines the leaves, which is why, al¬ 
though it is not in itself life-threatening, 


there is always a risk that trees could be 
cut down because they don’t look as tidy 
as they should. 

“Canker is killing trees. There is no 
doubt about that, but the browning of fo¬ 
liage does not need to send alarm bells 
ringing. However, where there are chunks 
of bark falling off and there is a dark dis¬ 
charge from the tree, people should look 
more closely. 

“For the thousands of trees that are af¬ 
fected by browning only a small percent¬ 
age will be affected by canker. 
Landowners should be inspecting their 
trees regularly and in a proactive way.”

Making tracks 

Mole Valley Orienteering 
Club was one of the first to 
be set up in the UK.

Mapping it out 

Orienteering is a challeng¬ 
ing outdoor adventure 
sport that exercises both 
the mind and the body. The 
aim is to navigate in 
sequence between control 
points marked on an 
unique orienteering map 
and decide the best route 
to complete the course in 
the quickest time. Controls 
normally contain computer 
chips allowing detailed 
electronic results with split 
times to be downloaded 
after the event. It doesn’t 
matter how young, old or 
fit you are. You can run, 
walk or jog the course and 
progress at your own 
pace. 


Follow me 

Peter Martin, of Mole Valley 
Orienteering Club, 
explains, “Orienteering is a 
way of getting fit by 
running while trying not to 
get lost and it has that 
competitive edge which 
everyone enjoys. The route 
often requires thought, as 
the most direct route is not 
always the quickest.” 

Way to go 

Orienteering can take place 
anywhere, from remote 
forests and countryside to 
urban parks and school 
playgrounds.The most 
challenging orienteering 
takes place in areas which 
have demanding terrain 


and few paths. Courses 
vary in length and can be 
from 2km with 10 controls, 
which are ideal for begin¬ 
ners and children, to more 
than 10km or longer for 
experienced adults.

The sport is very popular 
with all age groups and is 
truly an adventure sport for 
all. Events are open to all¬ 
comers of any standard 
and are often divided into 
many age classes allowing 
anyone to compete at the 
highest level throughout 
the UK and internationally.
